Louisville, Ky, Feb 11—A history 


of tha canned food. Industry dates 
back 100 years, according to a re- 
view at tho recent convention here 
of the National Canhers' Associa- 
tion. 


The process began 
to be worked 


out simultaneously In New York and 
Boston. 
Thomas Lemaett and Ezra 


Daggett of New York, succeeded In 
1823 In canning or packing in a crude 
v, ay salmon, lobsters and oysters. In 


Boston William 
Underwood and 


Charles Mitchell, using 
heat, suc- 


ceeded In packing damsons, Quinces, 
cranberries and currents. 
Up until 


this time the canning of food, one 
of tha most Important Industries of 
present civilization, was unknown. 


FRENCHMAN, INVENTOR 


Credit 
for the discovery 
of the 


method of keeping perishable goods 
by heat and sealing In air-tight con- 
tainers, however, 
belongs 
to a 


Frenchman, Nicholas Appert. Appert, 
taking advantage of an 
offer 
by 


Napoleon of 12 000 francs for the dis- 
covery of a method of preserving 
food for his army, began experiments 
that, after fifteen years, resulted In 
ths discovery that food could bs pre- 
served by using heat and putting the 
product In sealed containers. 


The theory of the process, however 


was unknown to Appert and !» was 
not until the time Louis Pasteur, the

bacteriologist,

Taking stock of her world situa- 


tion, France finds America aslcing 
her why she does not cut her army 
and spend the money in reconstruc- 
tion and the payment of her debts. 
England is 
even 
more outspoken. 


Italy, nervous and apprehensive 'if. 
France's great military strength is 
all but driven to umte diplomatically 
against feer In international action. 


Thoughtful Frenchmen are begin- 


ning to wonder just what advantage 


great army brings to compensate 


for this obviaus moral isolation. 


The army bill Is now before parll- 


ment and the question will be de- 
cided within the next few weeks, 
so it seems worth while to mention 
the growing sentiment for meeting 
the world's criticism at least halt 
way. This senti.ment may rot triumph, 
for strong forces oppose It, but un- 
doubtedly signs of American sympa- 
thy for such a movement would in- 
crease Its chances. 


CUTS CONTEMPLATED. 


The proposal now before parlia- 


ment In the army bill would reduce 
compulsory military service fiam two 
years to eighteen months as promised 


last year. This means cutting the 


] standing army from 814,000 to 675,- 


000, 
but those who hold the world's 


opinion to be above regiments, are 
striving for a further reduction of 
military service to one year and a 
further cut of 120.000 In the army. 


Liberals declare that an army of 


535,000 men would 
be more than 


ample 
for 
legitimate 
defenses, 


though Colonel Fabry. In charge of 
the bill, says that after deducting 
223,000 troops on foreign service In 
the colonies, the 
orient, etc., this 


would leave only 330,000 men against 
Germany's 230,000 (100,000 relchswehr 
and 130.000 sicherheltspollzei).

Subject—Oriental Rugs 


Antique Persian Design 


Rug weaving is the innate heritage of the 


Persian, and his rug designs reveal Persian his- 
tory almost as if they were scrolls of parchment. 
A Persian design may show a suggestion of the 
Egyptian or the Byzantine which the conquering 
Arabs brought in during the Seventh Century; 
or a Chinese symbol or device acquired from the 
massacreing hordes of Ghenjis Khan. It may 
tell how the sword of Tamerhane converted the 
native weavers to the Moslem faith. It may be 
geometric in design as left by the Turkish inva- 
sion, a weird motif in flaming colors reminiscent 
of the barbaric tartars. 


If it savors of the rennaisance, it tells also 


the story of the Islem temples which the Romans 
destroyed and robbed of their priceless rugs.

may meet its approval.

likely this will work well, for one 
can foresee times whan the legisla- 
tive body will be moved to go to ex- 
eess in making levies or permitting 
them. 


Here, as elsewhere, the taxing 


(Question has become the most 1m- 
jiortant before tha body of the pub- 
lic. 
The tendency In late years Is 


to pile on taxes and then pile some 
more, then get second wind and go 
at the thing with more vigor and 
abandon than ever. The result is 
the point is reached where Secre- 
tary Mellon says there is now more 
taxation than Is good for the coun- 
try, a heavier burden than can be 
Hiipported. But even now we hear 
on!y of moves to pile on still more 
taxes. 


And in Illinois we hear calls for 


fcore revenue, »nd these corn* from 
•very big and little levying body tip 
and down the line—and it is but 
fa'r to admit that several hundred 
thousand private citizens in the state 
are to the front with other schemes 
•nd plans to call for still more rev- 
•Tin 03. 


It is respectfully submitted to the 


constitutional convention that a lim- 
iting clause is needed at this time.

Interesting to some of us, told that 
a two-bushel sack of potatoes was to 
be had for $2.85. We were reminded 
that when tha season opened last 
fall we paid $3.90 for the same kind 
of potatoes In a sack not a bit 
better. 


Always there are two practical 


questions before a man who la en- 
gaged In making ends meet; when 
should he sell his 
products 
and 


when should he buy? 


A rule followed by many is to sell 


•when the product ia ready for mar- 
ket, and this worked all right for 
the one who had potatoes last fall. 
Another rule is that on the whole 
It Is well to lay In a stock of pro- 
visions Just at the opening of the 
season's market. This worked against 
the forehanded man who bought his 
potatoes last fall. 


Another time all this may work 


another way. It Is recalled by sev- 
eral that only a few years since 
they neglected to buy potatoes early 
In the fall, when they were to be 
had for $1.76 a bushel, and later the 
negligent ones paid as much as $7. 


The moral Is that as long as one 


lives he must taka chances, and some 
of these are sure to go against him.

Washington, 
D. C., Feb. 11—The 


Washington Conference was a mile- 
stone In evolution, 
and Its ending 


affords a convenient stopping place 
to pause a moment and take stock 
of the place in the world which the 
United States now ha>s. This evolu- 
tion in the relation of the nations of 
the world to each other has been go- 
Ing on very rapidly since Aug. 1, 1914. 
What might have consumed genera- 
tions of more 
orderly history has 


been compressed In to a few years. 


LED TO DOWNFALL. 


At all times there Is a position In 


the world which Is called the domi- 
nant power. 
In a 
more restricted 


ense, it |3 frequently spoken of as 
'Mistress of 
the Seas"—a 
phrase 


which is reasonably accurate. In-as- 
much as world damlnance has prac- 
:ically always 
gone hand-ln-hand 


with naval and commercial domi- 
nance on the sea. Germany's phrase 
'or this position was "The place In 
.he Sun." It was that place that Ger- 
many sought 
to taka from 
Great 


Britain; and it is Germany's lack of 
success and other Incidents attend- 
ng her effort that led to, all the 
dislocation out of which we are Just 
emerging. 


ELEMENTS OP FORCB. 


This position 
of 
dominance Is 


composed of threa elements of armed 
farce 
and 
economic 
supremacy. 


Whatever nation 
at any time has 


these three elements combined, has 
dominance. The three elements are, 
first supremacy In mercantile ship- 
ping; Second, supremacy in finance, 
n the sense ot being the greatest 
reservoir of 
wealth, 
and through 


:hat being the greatest lending na- 
tion In ths world; and, finally, su- 
premacy In armed strength on the 
sea. Whatever nation combines these 
three has the position that Germany 
coveted. 


HELD POSITION. 


For close to two centuries It was 


Great Britain that held this position. 


ermany wanted it and went after 


it. She did not get It but, as often 
happens, it went, or at least started 
:o go. to a nation which was in the 
beginning a disinterested observer— 
namely, ourselves. 


America did not covet this posi- 


tion nor envy It to Great Britain. It 
was true there were some who felt 
that In the course of time, due to 
natural farces and through the or- 
dinary processes of peace, it would 
leave Great Britain and come to us. 
The late Ambassador Pacre, was one 
who saw this trend, and he speaks 
of It In his letters, which are Just 


Mr. 
Page, 


an orderly 


process of avalutlon. These orderly 
processes were suspenrled, and the 
trend was enormously 
accelerated 


by tha war. 


LEFT GREAT BRITAIN. 


Of the three 
elements of domi- 


nance, the first to leave Great Brit- 
ain was that of ths greatest lending 
nation In the world. Before the war 
was more than a few 
months oJd, 


Great Britain's necessities had caused 
her to call In her money from all 
over the world. Before It was a year 
old, she had begun to borrow enor- 
mous sums, chiefly fro,m us. Very 
shortly we ceased to he what we had 
always been—a borrowing nation. 


Before the war we owed some five 


or six Billions of dollars abroad, and 
used to, pay out about three hundred 
million dollars a year In Interest. 
By the end of the war ws had com- 
pletely ana strikingly reversed that 
position. 
Instead 
of our owing 


money to Europe, Europe owed us 
upwards nf ten billion dollars, and 
we were Incomparably the greatest 
lending nation In the world. 


I/DST DOMINATION, 


As respects ths second 
element, 


namely, supremacy 
In 
mercantile 


shipping, Great Britain continued to 
hold her dominance; in face, ehs 
holds It yet. At the beginning of 
the war we were a negligible fac- 
tor In the world's mercantile ship- 
ping. Wo had less than ten per cent 
of It, and Great Britain had more 
than half Q{ It. But with a true in- 
stinct for the essence of the thing 
sho was after, Germany began to 
sink Great Britain's mercantlla fleet 


During the war the German sub- 


marines destroyed close to half of 
Great Britain's shipping. Great Brit- 
ain could not replace this shipping 
as fast as the Germans destroyed It, 
She could not spare her manpower 
for building mercantile ships. Such 
manpawer as she 
could spare for 


shipbuilding at all went Into tha 
yards that were building warships. 


BUILT SHIPS. 


In this plight Great Britain be- 


sought us to become a great mercan- 
tile shipbuilding nation. At her re- 
quest, and in order to help her win 
the war, we erected plants for mer- 
cantlla shipbuilding which, in the 
aggregate, are much 
larger 
than 


Great Britain's. 
By ths end of the 


war we had begun to approximate 
Great Britain's strength in mercan- 
tile shipping, and we had a shipbuild- 
ing plant which, if we had chosen to 
use it to its fullest capacity, could 
easily and 
quickly 
out-distanced 


Great Britain. 


As to armed naval strength, the 


end of tha war found Great Britain 
practically as dominant as ever. Dur- 
ing the war she had added greai'y 
to her strength hi warships. 
With 


ths ending of the war, 
however, 


Great Britain allowed her building of 
varshlps to lapse, and at the same 
time- wo began a formidable pro- 
gram of naval construction. By the 
time- Washington conference came, 
we had begun to approximate Great 
Britain's strength. 


EQUALLY DIVIDED. 


The situation, therefore at the Hme 


the Washington conference 
opened 


was this: The three elements which 


compose world dominance were about 
equally divided between Great Bri- 
tain and the- United States. We had 
the financial .supremacy Incontest- 
ably. Ths supremacy in mercantile 
shipping, actual or potential, was 
about equally divided. The suprem- 
acy In naval strength was still with 
Great Britain. 


This has never been In all h'story 


a normal position. These three ele- 
ments belong together. It is not nor- 
mal and hardly possible, for them to 
be divided. No nation can very well 
have any one of the three without 
the other two. No natlo.i can have 
the naval supremacy alone because It 
Is a tax-consumer. It must usually 
be accompanied by the financial and 
mercantile shipping supremacy which 
are the producers of the taxation 
that support the navy. In the game 
way any nation which has the fi- 
nancial and mercantile shipping su- 
premacy Is pretty sure to go on nnd 
take the naval supremacy In order 
to protect the other two. 


WOULD SEIZE SUPREMACY. 


Normally, It Is probable that what 


would have happened would hava 
been that the United States would 
have gone ahead, would have com- 
pleted Its supremacy 
In mercantile 


shipping, and would then have seized 
the supremacy In naval strength. 


The probability of our doing this 


was, however, subject 
to 
serious 


qualifications. 
There always 
was 


and still Is a considerable section of 
well-informed opinions which consid- 
ered it doubtful whether the Unit- 
ed States would ever 
achieve su- 


premacy in mercantile shipping. We 
are not naturally a shipping nation. 


A nation does not naturally take to 


the sea If It has 
other resources 


within its borders on which to ex- 
pand its energy and growth. 
With 


our great natural resources In land, 
In mines, and otherwise, the tendency 
would always be t0 use our man- 
power and our money In developing 
them. We could only become a great 
mercantile shipping nation by a pro- 
digious effort, accompanied by large 
government subsidies. 


COSTS MONET. 


Also there Is some doubt whether 


we would have been willing to spend 
the money necessary to make us the 
greatest naval power In the world 
There were many among us, Includ- 
ing some of our most responsible 
leaders, who believed that It w/uld 
be our proper course; in fact, that 
was the avowed purpose on the part 
of some of our most responsible lead- 
ers now in power. 


We had actually Inaugumted 
a 


naval construction program greater 
than any other nation had ever at- 
tempted. 
At the same 
time thero 


were many among us who believed 
that this would be a mistake, and we 
need only recall as recent a tims as 
last winter to 
be convinced that 


there was a most earnest movement 
within the United States to avoid 
the colossal expense and other handi- 
caps Inherent In our becoming the 
possessor of the greatest naval pow- 
er In the world. Furthermore, It Is 
always to be doubted whether Great 
Britain, in spite of her present ap- 
parent financial 
weakness, would 


have been willing to let any other 
nation, definitely and finally, super- 
ced"e her as the greatest naval ijow- 
er. Somehow or other, through what- 
ever sacrifices It might call for. she 
would try to find a way to keep her 
position as Mistress o£ the Seas. 


AT MEET BEGINNING. 


That was the situation at the time 


the Washington conference began. 
This conference went directly at the 
heart o£ this question of naval su- 
premacy. What has now been done 
by the results of the Washington 
conference Is that naval supremacy 
instead of being the possession of 
any one power, is trusteed, so to speak 
In a group of three nations. Great 
Britain and the United States having 
each five shargs and Japan being a 
junior partner with three shares. 


This trusteeship, this partnership 


In naval power, is unique In history 
The adoption of It Is the thing which 
more than any other 
one 
factor 


causes 
the Washington conference 


to stand out a distinct departure In 
history. 
That It Is a glad escape 


from the alternative of naval com- 
petition cannot be doubted bv any 


one who wishes well to the humani 
race. 


MERCHANT SHIPPING NEXT. 
If we assume tbat this partnership 


In the position of Mistress of th« 
Seas is to endure, and it is now de- 
creed to endure for the fifteen years 
of the raval holiday at least, then 
that leaves for consideration 
the 


one other element In world domin- 
ance, of which the possesion 
1* 


still In doubt-namely, supremacy in 
mercantile shipping. 


In this respect the 
Washington 


Conference comes to 
an end ' with 


Great Britain still outclassing us, 


NO INCENTIVE NOW. 


It Is true that we have a ship* 


building plant which will enable us 
to outclass Great Britain If we de- 
termine to do It and go at It 
by 


main strength. During the present 
period of depression, when there ar« 
not cargoes for as many ships 
as 


are already In existence, there is no 
Incentive for us to build more. But 
the present depression will end. A' 
time will come when all the ships 
now in existence will be in use and 
when there will be a demand for 
more. 


What we are to do In 
anticipa- 


tion of this future condition Is now 
one of the major questions of tha 
policy which 
President 
Harding 


must determine. He Is generally be- 
lieved to be strongly in favor of th« 
United States having a mercantile 
fleet Inferior to no other nation on 
tha sea.

Tees on Sunnyside Course 


M. H. West Reports on Plans and Work Will Start 


Sometime in March. 


Undulating putting greens instead 


of the customary billiard table level 
greens will feature the new golf 
course of the Sunnyside Gol£ club. 
This Is the modern style of green, 
the old easy level green not being 
construction nowadays for the up to 
the minute golf course. This change 
in greens was shown on the detailed 
plans which M. H. West, city planner, 
park builder, golf 
course 
expert, 


showed to the directors of the Sunny- 
side club at the meeting held with 
Mr. West in the Millikln National 
Dank Friday night. 


NO RAISED TEES. 


Another feature 
of 
this 
course 


which Is in line with the most recent 
developments in golf courses la that 
the tees from which each drive Is 
started for a new hole are no longer 
graded up into an embankment or 
platform. 
The tee Is simply well 


sodded and leveled but It Is at the 
same grade as the surrounding course 
and the fairways. 


In the plans presented by Mr. "Wes 


Friday night the details of the first 
nine holes, which will be the outside 
course on the 3!f acres of land bought 
by the club at the Sunnyside road 
on West Main street, between Wast 
Main street and the Sangamon river, 
are given in detail even to the-various 
elevations on the 
putting greens, 


length of holes and the expert's fig- 
ures as to what "jDar" should be on 
the various holes laid out. 


START WOHK AT ONCE. 


At the meeting Friday night It was 


decided that work on the course 
should be started Just as soan as 
spring 
arrives, 
sometime late in 


March, when It is certain thai work 
can be continuously carried along. 


In the meantime It !a probable 


that fences will be removed and 
preparations made to clear the way 
for 
the construction work which 


will, on the outside course itself, 
talcs most of the summer. 


TEMPORARY COURSE. 


While the work on the permanent 


course is being done during the 
summer, it Is expected that a tem- 
porary course of nine holes will be 


used far playing. This course will 
be inside the longer and more per- 
manent course, which will follow. In 
general, the outside lines of the tract 
of land. All work which Is done on 
the temporary course will be done 
with the idea that this inside course 
will ultimately be the second nine 
holes in the eighteen-hole course 
which Is planned for the club. 


At present It is the plan of the di- 


rectors to use the old house on the 
land, located not far from West Main 
street, as the temparary club house, 
but the permanent club house will 
be located on the hill in the south- 
cast section of the tract. 


PLAN WATER SYSTEM. 


A water system, which will place 


water at all of the greens and along 
the fairways, has been laid out by 
Mr. West, and a lake. In the south- 
west corner of the land, has been 
planned. This can be made by the 
construction af a comparatively small 
concrete dam. It Is expected that 
the lake, which will be several hiln- 
drcd feet long and twenty-five feet 
deep In places, will be used as a 
swimming pool. 


On the west, located on the wood- 


ed hill and facing east across the 
golf course, there have been laid out 
a number of lots which will be sold 
for residential purposes. These are 
large tracts of eighty to 100 feet 
frontage and running as much as 250 
feet In length, with many forest trees 
on them. A curving road will run In 
front of these tracts from West 
Main street along the foot of the 
hill gradually, as time goes on. be- 


ing extended entirely around th« 
club grounds. 


SPECIAL SUPERINTENDENT. 
Mr. West said Friday night that he 


will send an expert here to supervise 
the work, a man who was used by the 
same firm last year to build tha 
Gary golf course, a man who will 
know just what to do and whose 
work will be of a permanent charac- 
ter.Mr. West is enthusiastic about fie 
course and Its possibilities for de- 
velopment. 


The club membership has been lim- 


ited to 300 and the directors *r« 
planning 
to have 
the 
temporary 


course In use the 
coming summer 


while the work on the first perma- 
nent nine holes Is be'-itr done.

A stock like Frle common, for 
example, selling at 511 a share, would 
call for a $19 payment on every sal 
of a hundred shares because of Its 
one hundred dojlar par, while a stock 
like Utah Copper, selling at $61 
would only pay one dollar per nun 
dred because of Its ten-dollar par. 


OVER-ESTIMATED. 


This is one thing which will have 


to be thrashed out, regardless of th 
first report from the ways and means 
cammittee, but It Is difficult to be- 
lieve that any such tax as ten dol 
lars a hundred shares can stand 
when congress Is made to see the 
futility of such a measure as a rev- 
enue raiser.
